TOKIO, March 18.—Twenty thou 
sand persons were rendered homeless 
when a major conflagration 
swept 
northeastern Tokio today destroying 
3,000 buildings and resulting in un­ 
estimated casualties. 
The fire wak brought under con­ 
trol tonight. 
Troops on the scene 
tore 
down 
houses in checking the blaze, while 
thousands of residents, laden 
with 
household effects, streamed 
toward 
safety. 
Firemen were hampered in fight­ 
ing the flames becanse of a drought 
that had exhausted the 
reservoirs. 
The fire started in a factory at Nap- 
pori junction, in northeastern Tokio, 
and swept in a southwesterly direc­ 
tion toward Uyeno, largest of 
the 
metropolitan parks, and site of the 
famous museum and zoological gard­ 
ens.
